VHS BOGUS BONDS. 

The people of Georgia at last have 
an opportunity of settling finally and 
forever the question of the bogus 
bonds issued by Bullock. Two success- 
ive legislatures havea passed an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state, 
declaring these bonds null and void, 
and the governor has issued his procla- 
mation, which we publish elsewhere, 
ordering an e:ection on the first of May, 


at which the people will vote in favor 

of or aguidittatitying the amendment. | 
The election is to be conducted im the 
usual manner, and voters wilkh..signify 
their desires by placing upon their bal- 
lots the words “ ratification” or ‘‘no 
ratification.” The proposed amend- 
ment, if ratified, is to be added to the 
sixth section of article third of the 
state constitution, and it provides that 
neither the general. assembly, nor any 
other authority or officer of this state, 
shall ever have power to pay or recog- 
nize as legtl, or in any sense valid or 
binding upon the state, any direct 
bonds, gid bonds or currency bonds, 
or the state’s alleged guaranty, or en- 
dorsement of any railroad bonds, or 
any other bonds, guaranties er endorse- 


ments heretofore declared to be illegal, : you
